Rolls on After Day 


of Wild Disorders 


Seven Attempt Escapes in 


Three States; Armed 


Guard Increased

Salt Lake City, Oct. 18— (API — 


With a reinforced armed guard 
over approximately 150 "of the 
worst men the Army's got," a mili- 
tary train rolled across Utah to- 
wards California today following" 
•even escapes in three states. 


All but one of the prisoners who 


•scaped in wild leaps from the 
speeding train' have been recap- 
tured, one critically wounded. Still 
hunted by Kansas police is the 
seventh man, identified by Army 
authorities as James D. Anders, 
21, of Jamestown, N. Y. 


The train is carrying- handcuffed 


prisoners, many serving life terms 
and facing dishonorable discharges 
for such crimes as murder, rape 
or desertion, from Greenhaven,. N. 
Y., to detention barracks at Camp 
Cooke, Calif. 


At Camp Carson, Colo., where 


• successful, widespread search 
for one of two prisoners who es- 
caped in the snow-covered Colo- 
rado Rockies was directed, Lt. CoL 
EL F. Ames, public information of- 
ficer, termed the prisoners "the 
worst the Army's got—willing- to 
go to any extreme." 


Ames said three German pris- 


oners of war, sentenced to life im- 
prisonment for crimes committed 
while in PW camps, were with the 
Americans on the train. 


Story of Outbreak 


This is the story, with identities, 


given by Arniy authorities and po- 
lice of Missouri, Kansas and Colo- 
rado: 


As the train sped across coun- 


try, the "hard-bitten" prisoners be- 
came more and more surly. James 
W. Douglas, 21, Lovelady, Tex., 
and Steve Grandboise, 24, of New 
York state, leaped from the train 
near Windsor, Mo. A posse quick- 
ly caught Douglas in a cross-coun- 
try chase. Missouri state police 
nabbed Grandboise at Sedalia, Mo> 


At Selkirk. Kan., John Lee, 23, 


Pittsburgh, Pa.; Francis Walker, 


rs slip- 


ped their handcuffs and e'scaped. 


For Lee it was the 24th escape 


attempt from Army custody and 
for Walker, the 18th. Both had 
been sentenced to death in Europe 
but their sentences later reduced 
so that Walker had only five more 
years to serve and Lee, 35. 


Lee and Walker, lost in the 


dark, circled back into Selkirk 
where they were captured at dawn 
yesterday, one with a handcuff key 
concealed in his shoe. 


Additional Guards Called 


In. answer to an emergency call, 


from the train commander, 10 ad- 
ditional armed guards from Camp 
Carson boarded the train at Pueb- 
lo, Colo. 


Despite increased precautions, 


three more prisoners freed them- 
selves as the train crossed the 
Continental Divide. 
One. uniden- 


tified, was restrained by guards 
as he attempted to jump. 


Salveno R, Fiore of jSTew York

into the sea, the ship will be able 
to recover it easily. 


A warm welcome was being 


planned for the heroic crew of 
the Bibb and lier rescued passen- 
gers when they reach Boston har- 
bor tomorrow. 


To Be Greeted in Harbor 


The Bibb reported she was en- 


countering unfavorable winds but 
still hoped to make the harbor at 
noon. 


Acting Mayor John B. Hynes 


will lead a delegation of city of- 
ficials down the harbor in police 
and fire boats to welcome the 
rescuers and rescued. 


The Bibb reported the rescued 


including several children still "in 
fine shape," although some were 
"stirred emotionally and 
would 


not be able to look at the inci- 
dent objectively for two or three 
weeks."

Economic Highlights 


The September 29 issue of Life 


carried an article by John Dos 
Passes, the distinguished Ameri- 
can novelist, which is one of the 
most vivid and revealing accounts 
of the British crisis yet written. 
Mr. Dos Passes toured England 
with the point of view of a writer, 
not a statistician—his interest lies 
in people, not in reports and 
analysis. He talked to legions of 
English men and women, repre- 
senting- all political faiths and all 
economic and social levels. In his 
article, he does not editorialize— 
he simply reports and interprets 


Mr. Dos Passes' article is called, 


"Britain's Dim Dictatorship," and 
its sub-title reads, "Under a gov- 


* eminent of their own creation, 
British working: people are gradu- 
ally being strangled to death, in a 
morass of poverty and ineptitude." 
That gives a good idea of what 
the writer, who has long been 
known as a liberal and an advocate 
of social reform, found from one 
end of England to .the other. Early 
in his article he quotes, without 
comment of his own, a young man 
who' told him in Oxonian tones, 
"England's dead, quite dead, quite. 
We're the lost island of the At- 
lantic, sunk in the everlasting 
•nnui ... .** 
v 


It would be ridiculous to- say 


that the Labor government is 
responsible for all of Britain's ills. 
The troubles go deep into the past, 
long before Labor came to power. 
But the impression the reader gets 
from Titr. Dos Passos' piece—like 
practically all other writings on 


. the subject—is that Labor's policy 


has enormously complicated them. 
It lias done that, not only through 
the promotion of socialism, but 
by a vast extension and deepining 
of bueraucracy. Mr. Dos Passos 
writes: "As measure after dicta- 
torial measure comes up-to curtail 


• the already-frail'-liberties of the 


individual Briton, the party ma- 
chine^ .rolls ponderously on." 
In 


Hyde Park, where the soapboxes 
were, once exclusively occupied by 
eccentric advocates of socialism 
and communism, there are now 


" •peakers for free enterprise. 
• * * 


It seems true that the British 


worker, as the- saying goes, is no 
longer "putting his back into it." 
An industrialist told Mr. Dos 
Passos that the trouble is "that 
now there's no penalty, for slack 
work and no prize for effort." A 
leader of miners told him much 
the same thing-. 
In their elec- 


~ tipneering, the Labor candidates 


went a long way in promising 
workers a Utopia. The workers 
ar« waiting for it to be delivered. 
Young men are refusing to go into 


tlie mines— "the father leads the 
sons post the pithead." And the 
middle-class, bur.U-Jied by enoi- 
mous taxes <md restrictions, ie 
being squeezed hard. 
Mr. Dos 


Passos writes of two men who 
started as toolmakcrs and went 
into business for themselves 22 
years ago. They told hipi that it 
would be Impossible for young 
men to do that now—it would cost 
too much, and it would be too 
difficult to get the needed ma- 
terials. 


What can be fairly termed the 


administrative 
inefficiency 
and 


sloth of the government is a ter- 
rible barrier to British industry. 
Mr. Dos Passos reports a conver- 
sation with the manager of a plant 
that manufactures leather goods 
with rayon linings. 
To get the 


rayon, he first has to find a firm 
that is willing to supply it. Then 
accountants must certify the yard- 


» used in the previous quarter. 


Then he must send his export 
orders to the Board of Trade. Then 
in time, the Board may give him 
a license to buy. Then, finally, if 
the rayon- hasn't been sold else- 
where, he gets it. This manager 
had been corresponding with the 
Board for seven months trying 
to get permission to buy 57 yards 
of silk. 
That kind of red tape 


surrounds all British enterprise. 


* * * 


The waste from administrative 


failuVes has been serious. In parts 
of England, warehouses bulge with 
fruits and vegetables, and there is 
much spoilage. But people in the 
cities often go without because of 
bad distribution machinery. 


Furthermore, 
agriculture has 


not been spared the whip of dicta- 
torship. Mr. Dos Passos was told 
the story of what used to be one 
of the famous dairy farms of Wilt- 
shire. Under a wartime law which 
has been continued indefinitely, 
the 
Ministry 
of 
Agriculture 


ordered the owner ,to plant so 
much of his land in grain and 
potatoes that he could no longer 
raise , sufficient 
forage for his 


cattle.' As a result, he had to sell 
part of his herd. Milk production 
naturally fell off, and the govern- 
ment cracked down and forced him 
to sell out, on the grounds that his 
farm had been improperly culti- 
vated. 


So there i« England now- 


hungry, On the economic rocks, 
and saddled with an inefficient, 
dictatorial bureaucracy. If this is 
true, why has Labor won every 
one of the 20 by-elections since 
the last general election? Mr. Dos 
Passos doesn't answer that ex- 
plicitly, but the reasons, in part, 
may be found by reading between 
the lines. Many workers, remem- 
bering the dole conditions of the 
'30s, are bitter against the Con- 
servatives. 
Many workers also 


earn more than ever, and if they 
'can't buy commodities due' to 
rationing and shortages, they can 
enjoy 
themselves gambling on 


horse and dog races and football 
.pools—enterprises which are a 
major industry in modern England 
Finally, the Labor politicians have 
exploited 
class 
prejudices and 


hatreds in the absolute limit in 
their search for votes.
